WHEREAS, m November 27, 19^6 the Department of State, Central Intel- 
ligence Croup, tod the Government "Tinting Office entered into an agreement 
whereby the State Itepartncsnt printing plant located at 21*30 E Street, W t 
was tran ferred to and has since been operated by the Government Printing 
Off ic# with the designation, of "GPO-state Service Office* j and 

WHEREAS the reproduction facilities of the Central Intelligence 
Agency are being consolidated for purposes of increased capacity, improved 
efficiency and economy* and 

WHEREAS approximately 30 percent of the capacity of the facilities 
of the GPO-Stato Service plant and equipment are xiow used to produce 
classified material for the Central Intelligence Agency* and 

WHEREAS it appears to the department of State, Central Intelligence

Agency and the Government Printing Office iliat further economies and in- 
creased efficiency can be obtained by consolidating the facilities of 
the OfO-State Service plant with the reproduction facilities of the 
Central Intelligence Agency, housed under one- roof and operated as a 
production units 

la?, THEREFORE, It is agreed 'that the Agreement of November 27, 1966, 
above referred to, is ©mended as follows* 
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1« The QPO-state Service Office located at 2h3G '& Street, will 
be transferred, effective 2 February 1951, to the Central Intelligence 
Agency, and will be merged and relocated with the reproduction facilities 
of that Agency as soon as practicable after the transfer! 

2* The resultant plant will be completely operated by the Central 
Intelligence Agency as a secure plant for ClA reproduction and printing 
requirements in accordance with CIA security Regulations j 

3. Central Intelligence Agency agrees that it will furnish printing 
services for classified material to the Department of State to the extant 
and in the manner now provided by the GPO-State Service Office j 

li. Providing prior clearance has been obtained froa the GPO, the 
Central Intelligence Agency win provide similar services ss those now 
provided to other government agencies subject to the exclusive right of 
ClA tc determine that ary such requirements are not within the capability 
of the facilities and are not in conflict with higher priority work -to 
be produced at the plant j 

5* Agencies requesting work to be performed in accordance with the 
terns of this Agreement will reimburse ClA, and CIA will maintain s cost 
accounting system adequate to determine such costs; and further certif id- 
eation by sn authorised official of C3A on Standard. Fora 1030, “Voucher 
for Transfers between Appropriations and/or I’undc 11 , will be accepted by 
•ay requesting agency ae final detoraina ties', of the correctness of the 


amount far which billing has been made; 

6* Priorities of all work to be produced in the consolidated plant 
will be established ty CIA in the first instance, and any conflicts of 
priorities win be resolved by the Deputy Director (Administration) , 
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G*ataxl Intelligence /agency, after consultation with appropriate repre- 
sentatives of the -©pertoeat of state and/or the Government Printing 
Office, as the eircuastances nay require# 

7. The Department of State and the Government Printing Office 
hereby agree to conform to CIA Security Regulations, 
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
